% By Ed O’Brien, seconded by Jim Gracie - SFAC supports DNR’s approach to submit an emergency
regulation to rescind the new 3-rods / person rule for tidal waters (non-tidal would stay at 3 rods / person)
and have follow up discussions with SFAC and interested parties to determine how to proceed with a
permanent regulation after the emergency regulation expires in 180-days. Discussion by Commission
and public followed, no opposition, motion passed.

% By Jim Gracie, seconded by Vince Ringgold. SFAC opposes the opening of the Exclusive Economic
Zone (EEZ) for catch and release Striped Bass fishing. (This is an agenda item on the ASMFC February
2014 Striped Bass Management Board meeting agenda.) Discussion by Commission and public followed,
no opposition, motion passed.

SB 437 — Nonresident Recreational Fishing and Crabbing Licenses — Oyster Restoration Surcharge
(Hearing: 2/4 at 1pm) Education, Health and Environmental Affairs

Authorizing the Department of Natural Resources to require a nonresident to pay a surcharge in addition
to any license fees imposed under specified laws and regulations for specified recreational fishing and
crabbing licenses; requiring the Department to establish the amount of the surcharge by regulation;
requiring all surcharges collected under the Act to be credited to the Fisheries Research and Development
Fund and used only for oyster restoration activities; etc.
